Steele, 23, a sophomore in polit- 
ical science from Calgary, Alberta, 
Canada, said the main issue concerns 
the definition of cheating. 

“T don’t look on other people’s tests 
at the testing center, but if there is an 
old test or quiz available then I will 
look at it. If that is cheating, well 
then I am a cheater,” he said. 

Kirk Leininger, 23, a senior in nu- 
tritional science from Danville, Callif., 
said, “I think more people have 
cheated here than care to admit.” 

It is sad, however, that even 15 
percent have cheated, said Meg 
Hageman, 19, a sophomore in sec- 
ondary education from Montpellier, 
France. 

In contrast to Steele, she believes 
acquiring old tests and quizzes is a 
form of cheating. 

Are BYU students honest about 
the movies they watch?

“Tm very disappointed,” said Allen 
Farbman, Carpenter’s lawyer. “I 
think they should have acquitted.

The slain man’s parents, in tearful 
and gripping testimony, detailed the 
attack which left their son dying in 
the subway station. Sherwin Watkins 
testified that he gave 22-year-old 
Brian a final blessing before he died. 

David Touger, Nova’s attorney, 
said, “I think the verdict was based 
solely on the statements of the de- 
fendants, and the jurors shouldn’t

Utah's job growth

Utah ranked third in the nation in 
nonagricultural job growth in the last 
fiscal year, according to a business 
story in the Wall Street Journal on 
Tuesday. 

With the recession, many compa- 
nies are relocating to places like Utah 
that have economic growth and favor- 
able business climates. 

Utah’s nonagricultural job market 
grew by 3.03 percent, listed only be- 
hind Nebraska and South Dakota, 
which had 5.31 and 8.06 percent 
growth respectively.

The telephone survey of randomly 
sampled BYU students, who re- 
mained anonymous, showed 13 per- 
cent of the surveyed students were 
acquainted with someone who had 
been raped in Provo. 

However, 62 percent of the stu- 
dents felt rape does not occur as of- 
ten at BYU as at other universities, 
while 26 percent felt it did. Twelve 
percent had no opinion. 

There is a striking difference be- 
tween male and female perceptions 
on the issue. Thirty-three percent of 
the female respondents said rape oc- 
curs as often at BYU as at other uni- 
versities, while only 18 percent of the 
male respondents felt that way. 

On the question ‘is it acceptable for 
an LDS young man to choose not to 
serve a mission,’ many respondents 
pondered the question for some time. * 
While 70 percent said it was accept- 
able, the responses often included 
such clarifications as, “He has his 
free agency.” 

Physical Science was the General 
Education class students would most 
like to see axed.

Nine 
percent of the respondents wouldn’t 
drop any GE classes they’ve taken. 

Only 15 percent of the students 
said they had ever cheated on a test 
or quiz at BYU, although many stu- 
dents asked, “What exactly consti- 
tutes cheating?”

“Y’'m overwhelmed,” choked Pyle, who wore a bracelet with Anderson’s 
‘name until his release last week. “I just don’t know what to say.” 

“Is ‘wonderful’ a good word?” asked another AP veteran, Pulitzer Prize 
winner Saul Pett. “So many people have come and gone from this building, and 

» some never came back. This has to be the warmest day we’ve ever had.” _ 

Anderson landed at Kennedy Airport after recuperating for several days at 
a military hospital in Germany following his release in Lebanon last Wednes- 
day. He admitted to having developed “somewhat of a fear of crowds.” 

“This is my homecoming,” he told reporters at the airport, where he was 
introduced by AP President Louis D. Boccardi and received a key to the city 

’ from Mayor David Dinkins. “This is where my people are.”

He said the woman told police she. stepped onto her back porch Tuesday 
morning and found the suspect standing there with two long-barrel guns.

Analysts said the $10.5 billion deficit in the current account could worsen 
further in coming months, adding one more burden to an already stagnant 
U.S: eee 

That would represent another setback for the Bush administration, which is 
pinning a good deal ofits hopes for stronger growth next year on further gains 
in American export sales. 

The third quarter deficit followed the first quarterly surpluses in nearly a 
decade. The current account surplus sotaled $10.5 billion from January 
through March and $3 billion from April to June. 

Those surpluses came as a result of $35 billion in payments from Japan, 
Saudi Arabia and other countries to reimburse the United States for the 

Persian Gulf-war. 


Israel, Syria report little progress in talks 


WASHINGTON — Israel and Syria sounded hopeful notes at the opening of 

‘Mideast peace talks Tuesday, but after a three-hour exchange they could 
agree only to meet another day. Separately, Israeli-Palestinian negotiations 
hit a quick impasse over Palestinian representation. 

“The Bush administration registered its approval that the two sides had 
finally come together five weeks after an opening ceremony in Madrid. “The 
United States is delighted that the talks resumed today,” Margaret D.

Y professor donates rare Korean books

A BYU professor of comparative 
world religions donated his private 
book collection of more than 5,000 vol- 
umes of Asian and world religion to 
the Harold B. Lee Library. 

Spencer J. Palmer’s donation con- 
tained books regarding religion, his- 
tory and culture in all of the major 
countries of Asia. 

A portion of the collection consists 
of 1,500 rare volumes printed in the 
Korean language, which are impossi- 
ble to obtain today, said Sterling J.

Survey gives insight 
into student mind 


When students from an advanced re- 
pértirte”class conducted a survey of 500 
BYU students last month, they probably 
didn’t expect people to take an incredible 
interest in their results. 

The reporters asked students about 
their movie-viewing and voting habits, 
their primary mode of transportation 
and how often they read the newspaper. 
And while.BYU students may find the 
results of the survey amusing or slightly 
informative, they aren’t they only ones. 
Once again, local media, including KSL 
and KBYU, have taken an interest in 
opinions at BYU. 

But what was the reason behind the 
interest? What is so interesting about 
students’ opinions on mandatory BYU 
health insurance or whether the student 
body knows who the president of 
BYUSA is? 

Well, in addition to providing some 
insights into some of the things the BYU 
student body cares about, the survey re- 
sults also paint an interesting sketch of 
the average student. 

According to the survey, students are 
pretty good. Nearly 97 percent of BYU 
students attend church often or always. 
Seventy-two percent rarely or never see 


R-rated movies. And 84 percent say they

have never cheated on a test or quiz 
while they’ve been at BYU. 

In other areas, however, students 
don’t look so good. They appear unin- 
formed and apathetic. Only 51 percent 
are registered to vote, and only 11 per- 
cent voted in the 1991 elections. Four 
percent never read The Daily Universe. 
Forty percent, however, rely’ on The 
Universe for their main source of news. 

The survey results, which have a mar- 
gin of error of plus or minus four points, 
is pretty reflective of what students 
think. 

Perhaps the administration should 
take the lead of KSL and KBYU and 
show some genuine interest in the sur- 
vey results. They have before them an

Smith accuses woman

WEST PALM BEACH, Fla. —A 
tense William Kennedy Smith took 
the stand Tuesday and painted his ac- 
cuser as a sexually voracious woman 
who seduced him into sex twice in a 
half hour, then cried rape for reasons 
he can’t explain. 

“What are you saying, that she 
raped you, Mr. Smith?” the prosecu- 
tor snapped. 

“Absolutely not!” said Smith. 

In 4 1/2 hours on the stand, Smith 
gave acalm, step by step account that 
contradicted many points in the 
woman’s testimony last week. 

He said the woman suggested mov- 
ing down the beach and he took a 
towel. He said there was only brief 
kissing before the woman dispensed 
with preliminaries, removed her un- 
derpants, undid his pants, and rolled 
over on top of him. 

When it was over, he said, “I got up 
and asked her if she wanted to go 
swimming. She said it was too cold. I 
took off my shirt and I walked into the 
ocean.” 

Ten minutes later the woman was 
gone; he wrapped a towel around him- 
self and climbed the steps to the es- 
tate, when he saw her again, he said. 

“She started pulling playfully on 
the towel.” He said they had inter- 
course, but he was worried because 
she wasn’t using birth control.

3rd university boiler 


fired up for winter

Thick black smoke erupted from 
BYU’ssmokestack Tuesday as a third 
boiler was added to meet the cold 
weather’s demand for heat across the 
campus, a University official said. 

Paul Richards, public relations di- 
rector at BYU, said wood and rags 
are first burned to ignite the coal, 
which then brings the boiler up to a 
hotter, more efficient temperature. 
The process takes between 30 min- 
utes to an hour, he said. 

Although the billowing black soot is 
unsightly, Richards said it doesn’t 
pose a threat to the public. 

“The pollutants released are only a 
drop in the bucket compared to what 
cars put into the air every day,” he 
said. 

Frigid winter temperatures in- 


- creased the demand for heat on cam- 


pus to a higher level than the two 
working boilers could produce. 

The firing up of additional boilers is 
a regular practice that occurs when 
the weather gets colder. 

Richards said the second of the 
three boilers now operating was fired 
up several months ago. One boiler 
runsyearround. — vat 

Richards said BYU must notify the 
State Division of Air Quality and file a 
full report with the EPA each time a 
new boiler is fired up. 

Richards said BYU has purchased 
some gas-fired boilers and a new pol- 
lution control system to be installed at 
the heating plant later next year.

Critics attack SURVEY 
cartoon camel 
in cigarette a

NEW YORK — A cartoon charac- 
ter used to promote Camel cigarettes 
is as familiar to 6-year-olds as Mickey 
Mouse-and has led to a sharp rise in 
smoking the brand among teen-agers, 
studies show. 

The studies found that the cartoon 
camel, called Old Joe and referred to 
in ads as a “smooth character,” was 
recognized much more often by chil- 
dren than by adults. 

“The studies strongly suggest that 
advertising causes children to become 
addicted to cigarettes,” said John P. 
Pierce of the University of California, 
San Diego, an author of one of the 
studies. 

Cigarette makers deny they are 
targeting children and say that brand 
recognition does not mean children 
are buying the cigarettes. 

But the studies show Camels are 
smoked by a higher percentage of 
children who smoke than of adults, 
matching closely the brand recogni- 
tion, researchers said Tuesday. 

The studies are being published to- 
day in a special issue of the Journal of 
the American Medical Association 
devoted exclusively to the health dan- 
gers of smoking. The journal’s editor, 
Dr. George D. Lundberg, said the 
studies provide important ammuni- 
tion for health advocates.

Some students feel there is a lack of quality movies 
that do not have an R-rating. 

“If you want to see a good movie, most of them are 

_ R-rated,” said Eric Mortensen, 22, a senior athletic

Students hold differing views, however. Sharyn Col- 
lier, 28, a sophomore majoring in human development 
made a pact with a friend to stop seeing R-rated movies 
because they thought watching them was a waste of 

~ time. 

“T feel good that I haven’t had to watch a lot of killing 
and violence or listen to a lot of swearing,” she said. “You 
can see enough of that on the television. It hasn’t been 
hard to stop watching R-rated movies because watching 
them didn’t help me achieve any important goals in my 

' life.” 

Another issue covered by the survey is that of young 
LDS men who choose not to serve missions. 

“IT don’t think ... you can’t make it to the celestial 
kingdom if you don’t go on a mission,” said Laura Mel- 
drum, 21,-a senior in speech pathology from Medicine 
Hat, Alberta, Canada. “But I would not get serious with 
a guy who did not go on a mission.’ 

It is not acceptable for’a young man to choose not to 
serve a mission, she said. 

Meldrum said her family has a strong church tradition, 
and her parents would not like it if she married someone 
who had not served a mission. “But I’m not saying there

aren’t good guys who haven’t been on a mission.’ 

Julie Laudie, 20, a sophomore music mS maj or from 
Portland, Ore., has a different opinion. 

“If I were going to marry a man who hasn’t served a 
mission, I’d have to know the reasons why and study it out. 
I wouldn’t make that the only reason not to marry him.” 

“Who are we to say what is acceptable for another 
person?” said Sean Hokanson, 23, a junior from Provo 
majoring in computer science. “Who’s to say but the 
Lord?” 

Hokanson says he has a close friend who probably will 
not serve a mission. “I personally don’t agree with his 
reasons, but I don’t like him any less.” 

Men who choose not to go are not necessarily handi- 
capped for life, Hokanson said. “I haven’t read anywhere 
in the seriptures that you can’t be forgiven for not serving 
a mission.” 

An issue that has recently attracted nationwide atten- 
tion is rape. 

Most students surveyed believe that rape occurs less 
often at BY U than at other universities. 

“T have friends that go to other universities,” said Leah 
Powers, 22, a junior in elementary education from Rich- 
land, Wash., “and they tell me rape occurs every night. 

“Rape is not an accepted thing here,” she said. “At other 
universities, it’s almost an accepted thing to do in some of 
the fraternities. I think the Church influence also makes 
for less rape.” 

Eric Mortensen believes the survey findings are accu- 
rate. 

“T don’t know of anyone who has been raped, and I don’t 
think there’s as much rape here as at other schools.”
